Murdering His Miatrosa.

PUSHING THE MOTOR EXTENSION

The Buarglara Again Heard From-—
Nabbed a Suspected Horae Thiel
—~Notea of Gineéral and
Yeraonal Interost

Another shooting affair ocenrred in this
oity at midaight Sunday night, as the result
of which Lottle Leelaud, alins Irene, an in-
mate of Belle Olover's bagnio, No, 800 Broad-
way. lles ut the point of death, with a bullet
in her brain, and Police Officer C. W, Scott
occupies a cell at the eity jall. No chargo
has yot been ontered against him, but it is
stated that he did the shooting, although
this is denled by others, who volieve that the
womnn shot herself with the offlcer's re-
volver. All that ean be learned of the cass
is from the inmates of the house and the
oMoear,

A Bie reporter visitod the honse yesterday
evaniug for the purposs of ascartaining the
facts in the case, and the followlng is the
story told by the landlady:

“Spott camo hers aboat 8 o'clock Sunday
night and spent the evening In the parlors
with tho girls, He was drinking quite a
good deal of whaisky from a bottle which he
bud in his pocker, It was the first time I
over saw him drinlk, as ha had always ro-
fused wine or bear which I offerad him, say-
ing that he never drank a drop. It waos

about 11:50 when he und Irene went up stuire
togovher, In about five tinutes she came
down for a pitcher of ice water, and when
she went back sho had hardly closed the door
bafora I hoard the roport. I hureled into the
hall as Seott camo rushing down the stair-
way with the gan in his hand, saying, ‘My
(joJ, Irens has shot hersall. When he goo
down to the hall he opened the gun and took
out the cartridges,

“Seott used 1o know Irone bafore either of
them were murried, She hns o little mivl
four years old in Chioago, whera hor mother
hus it Her real name was Mes, W. Ladg,
and her husband 5 now In Chicago. She
aotnntimes oty lettors addrassod to Mes, W,
Ladd, She has had sevoral names, among
them Gertie, Stella and Dollie, but her housa
name hers 18 Irene, Scott usad to go with
hier years ago, 80 she told me. I came hers
in July, after Irene had gone away. Scott
used to como here once in o while, but not
noar so often ns he has singe Irene came
pack from Omaha., She has told me
several times in  the past weeck that
they were golug away together, and
she thought they would go to Chicago.

YLast evening she said that they had in-
tended to go lust night, but she decided to
wait until this mornine. Shedidn’t want me
to tell Miss Bell until she was ready to go
aund could tell her herself. Scott is married
and has o nicawifo aod baby. He hasubuasold
his wife and mistreated her shivnefolly. He
used to work for the Unlon Paciflo and was
away o good deal, and since he has been oo
the force ho has told her he was out on de-
tective worlk, when he was here with Irene.
They have quarretled quite often, buualways
made it up again, He was awflully jealous
of her, and there was a row every time sho
went with any other party and frozs him
out.

“Seott spent a good deal of money on Irene,
[ have frequently known of his giving her
$15, and that cuts a bolo in 70 a mouth. His
wife wus here this morning, and said that he
provided well, but I don’t ses how ha could,
after spending so much on this girl.”?

Oue of the inmates, known as Daisy, was
then seen, Said sho: *“Scott shot Irene, and
I um sure of it, I was in my room across the
hall, when the shot was fired, and I hurriad
to the door. Seott was at the head of the
stairs, and hie had the gnn in his right hand,
and an empty shell o his left. He ran down
stairs, and when he got to the lower hall ho
opened the gun and took out two loaded
cartridges, 1 aaw it with my own ayes just as
plnin as doy, for the hall was well lighted,
He pointed the gun at me as he came down
the stairs, and | told him to stop it and run
for a doctor, He went to Dr. Waterman's
and soon came back with him. Afterward I
went to the dummy depot for a policeman,
bur couldn't Hod pne. I don't know u.n[r-
thing about who did the shooting. 1 would
not go to the room until the coroner came,
but I sent in one of the girls to sce it she
was dead,”

“What do you know about Irene's re-
lations with Scott#’?

“Not very much. Irene come hereon the
16th of April, 1 brought ner down here from
Kittio Edwards' place when Miss Kittie was
shot, She stayed until June 21, when she
went away, Sceott took her amid kept her
privately at a private bourding house, She
lived with him some  time, oand then
waoent to Omaha, where she stopped at Pearl
Muciey's, Ollie Danforth's and May Cole-
muan's. Sho came bock hera about the flirst
of September, and has sloce remained here,
Seott has beon caming to see her quite a good
deal, and stuyed hero very feequently. Heo
would comoe abotut two or threo thines a weol.
He was here Friday, Saturday and Sunday
nights, Isahould suy he had beon drinliiog
pard sinco Friduy, but 1 pever saw him use
linuor before. He wasn't drunk Sunday
night, but he was drinking quite hard. 1
don't know liow mucb thers wus between
him and lrene,”

“Did you hear auything about & proposed
elopement ' y

**Yes, T heard it lust pight and this morn.
ing, but she didn’e tell me. 1 got it from one
of the other girls,”

Another inmate, known as Blanche, was
fntarrogated, and stated thav she and Irene
wont 1o u dance last Thurs lay night at the
Central bouse, & road houss on Lower
Broadway., Scott was there, and wanted to
como homo with Irene, but she refused, snd
sturted off with someono else. Scott was
mad, but the trouble was amicably settled,
She could not well who did tha shooling.

An unusually iotelligent colored girl, who
acts 08 chamber maid, told a rather sensa-
tionul story, which, if true, will place Scott
i u very unpleassant light, Sne said thot
sho returned home late Sunday nieht, and
wis Lalking with her esoort, when Ncott
camo buck through the honse, and asked If
Irene had beecn out there to see L,
She sald that she Wud not, and he asked per-
mission to go out through her door, sayin
that he would be back in o few minutes, an
if Irene came to tall her to wait for him,
When informed that she had not baan there,
he grew voery angry, and stated that “These
— v 0L W0 UalKing too much,'
Some of them had given him away, aod ho
would play even. There was a couple in the
Louso who had done him dirl, and he would
et back atthem hard, “When a womman went
pgninst an oMeer ahe went against hor best
friend, and if he ever got a chance he would
[-Im:h them, and pinch them d—d hard.

ie throw back his coat and showed his star,
Shoe aid not know what was the malter, bub
had beard that they intended to elope, and
knew that Irene huad told It to some of the
olher girls, so thought that was what was
the matter, Irens cameand the pair went
away togethor, Bho soon heard the report,
and neard Scott say Irene had shot herself,
when she told her partner she kuew buatter,
aun that SBeott hud shot her,  She went in
and saw the girl on the floor.

Scolt is confined in the steal cell at pollcs
headquurters, and talks very little, but
rellerates that tho irl  shot herself,
Heo insists Lhut she touok the gun out of his
ovarcoat pocket, broke it and thraw out the
cartridges, thon pointed it av the glass and
susp it. She then poioted it at bher hoead
and again pulled the l.risg‘. He plcked up
the gun aud ran down sty

The wound is u little below and in front of
the left temple, and the bullet is lodged at
the base of the bralo. As the womsan was
not left handed, the gun must have boen
held o very awkward position if the woman
shot berself. The case will be curefully in-
vestigated. Scott was regarded by the chlef
a8 tho best mun on the force, nolwithstand-
fug his shortcomings, of which it 1s ulleged
the chiof wus entirely Iguorant,

The doctors staté that ithe wound must
prove fatal. The woman hes wade scveral
statements, which are of course unreliable.
She says she did not do the shooting and
does not know who did.

Diphtheria Sabsiding.

“Thore hna been n marked subsidence nf
diseasss with a diphtherotic teadency within
the lnst few days,' sald a physician yos ter-
day. **At the present time there are but
fow genuine casos of the dreadfol diseass in
the city, and they are not of a malignant
type and yield readily to treatment. In many
cltion onst of us I notice the seourge is not
ouly upabated, but Is assuming dangérous
epidemio tendencies. T attribute the losson-
ing of the disense here to the publie atten-
tion callad to the water supply by Tar Bee,
When Tae 3re called attontion to the fact
that the dissase was ohiefly located in fam-
illos where thosupply of wator for domestio
purposes was drawn from wells I looked into
the mattor in cases under my own oare, aud
discovered but two cases whore tho disonse
was contracted by contagion. The others
wors in familios where walt water was used
oxclusively. One family in the northeast
part of the clty who tiad been bereaved by
the loss of a danghter, had their land-
lord clean out tho well from
which they had been getling water.
The work was dons upon the recommenda-
tion ot thewr physician, Tho well was found
to ba In a terribly foul condition., 'Yhe family
had used it during the summer a8 a refrig-
erator and had susponded thoeir millk, moat,
butter and other provisions in it by means of
strings, The strings frequently broke, let.
ting the stuff full into tha water. The work-
men found chunks of puteld meat, ravcid
butter and vegetables in varions stages of
decomposition. The water was so foul that
tho men became giok while cleaning out the
hole. The stuff taken up was simply a reok-
ing mmss of foul corraption, suMpient to con-
taminate the soll for rods around ana cer-
tainly suficient to poison anvbody that used
the wuter tukon from it. It was not to bo
wondered at that o fatal cuse of diphtheria
resulted from its use.

“Swen Tor Ber's agitation of the mntter
the people who have boen using well water
have ceased dolog 80 to a lurge extent and
the cessotion of the disease is the result,
Thera are but few wells  in
the city usaed to supplLy watar
for domestic purposea, nod  those
are I:Pi-.-ﬂ_\' in the suburbs whore the owners
imagino the contaminations from the eity
vaullts, cesspools and sewers do not pone-
trate, butthe (deas is a dongeroas and delusive
one, 'The hundroeds of deep wells in ths city
thit have long been used for ceispools have
spread Lheir poison throughout the soil down
to the river level, the point to which all levols
nre sunk to obtain water. Owing to the
friable character of the soil there are no dis-
tinot water-veins, and the water seeps into
the wells like lye is leeched from ashoes, The
consequence I8, in my opinlon, that thers is
not a well in the city, no matter how fur out,
but wnat 18 more or isss impure, and the ma-
Jority of them deadly poisonous, The board
of health perhaps cannob make an order that
will prevent people using well water, not-
withstanding it broeds dangorous contoagion,
bt the newspapors and physicians can lessen
the evil by calling intelligentattention to the
dangers of such a course, The hydrunt water
miy not ba good, not nearly as good as
it should be, and whut the ¢consumers puy
for, but in a choleo of evila it is always wisa
to choose the lessor,'

It is the Riohest Soll This Side of
Fayph

SO SAYS JOAQUIN MILLER.

He Also Thinka There Are Entirvely
Too Many Towas for the
Conatry Jnst Yet
a While.

An Eden of the Fature,

As you glide down the solid road-bed
of the Northern Pacifie, down the
grassy eastern slopes of the Rocky
mountaing, on, and concnanlly on
through the grass, the shoreless soas of
grass, you can't help thinking of old
Italy and the storied time when the
Goth and the Vandul and the Hun kept
coming down the Alps, and kept com-
ing until even Rome herscll wns over .
run and swept from the page ol history
for centuries. Yet thore is no relution
or parallel at ail.  Oaly things are so
grond and so vast here that thoy keop
appenling to the grand and the won-
drous things and incidentsof old, writes
Joaquin Miller in the New York Inde-
pendent.

This cold, bleak novth on the further
side of Dakotn must bd dismal enough
for tho best part of the year; but to-day
it isa green and pleasant flower-land.
Rains have fallen daily for a long time,
and no land was ever fresher or fairer
than is Dakota all along the northwest
counties to-day.

Houses are few and far between. The
stations are miserable little places,
marked by no notable feature at all ex-
cept the many stout and extended
stock-yards, for the purpose of shipping
or landing stock. No trees at all except
o few storm-torn cottonwoods, and now
and then o long line of willow woods
along the course of some little trout
slranm.

We st the muddy Missouri at Man-
dan, with Bismarck on tha other ex-
treme of the long and lofty bridge that
crosses the sinuous and swift river.

I got off at Mandan and took a day to
ride up and down and around the coun-
try. 1t is not encournging. The farm-
ers seom discouraged.  Still they are
better off than many others in this re-
gion. Coal abounds here, comes to the
surface on many farms: and the farmer
when he has nothing better o do digs
out a wagon load of econl from his own
land nnd hauls it to town and sells it
just the snme ns men sell cord-wood in
s0 muny of the older states, The rail-
road shops, having besn removed from
Bismarck across the river to Mandan,
help mamtaio the latter pluce fairvly
well, and it may make a pluce in time,
But the life of the immigrant is hapd
enough for the first few years at best,
and I should hesitate a long time before
advising nnyone who is not well [forti-
fied with herds of stock, or other solid
means of beating of the wolf, to pitch
tent here.

As for Bismarvek, let me say pointedly
that it is u crime to continually urge
people to settle there or anywhere near
there, Bismarck is literally in ruins
and is existing, or trying to exist, on
the reputation it had as o railrond town
and a terminus and & substantial ship-
ping point for the vast interior beyvond.
But now that the railroad has passed
on and the shops of the road have been
taken awnyv, why, Bismarek is merely n
station, and a very sickly looking sta-
tion ut best. This place once had 5,000
inhabitants. To-duy she has not half
that humber. 'I'he houses are half empty
and the place has an indescribable air
of beggary and swagger about
it that reminds one of some
old southern towns just after the war.
At best Bismarck, to my humble way
of thinking, is a huge impertinence,
and about the last place on earth for
any honest man to settle in,

1"'or about one hundred miles farther
on down toward *the states” the same
sort of abandonment and desolation ob-
tains.

But at Jamestown, a well-built town
of brick with a pleasant fountuin
spouting high in the air by the way-
side, things tuke a sharp turn for the
better. The gravel stones that start
from the ground and make [arming
almost impossible atl the way back to
Bismarek disappear here, and a rich
black lonm spreads over the undulating
envrth.

We note no more abandoned farms;
no more abandoned and empty houses,
as in and about Bismarck, while dash-
ing on through the limitless fields of
wheat toward the greatlnkes, Stilly
the truth must be told that many a
brave muan olong here may b seen
plowing up and turning under the
whent which he hoped now to be har-
vesting, It is like burying your dead
after a bravely fought batvle and a ter-
rible defeat, And you ean havdly keep
your tenrs bagk as yon watch these pa-
tient, brave men stendily following the
plow, far away as you can sce, turning
under the blighted felds of short and
sun-scorched whent which they had
gown in such abundant hope. Butitis
something to know that they will sure-
ly have a double c¢rop next year. For
d’liﬁ is only a sort of summer fallow,nnd
nature will generously restore in her
own good time and at her first oppor-
tunity all that she has had or has with-
held from man.

The whole secret of the misfortune is,
the raios fell o tlew woeks or, ruther, n
few days too late, Still, as will be
shown long before this can be pread,
Dakota will do fairly well this year, the
worst of yonrs for her,

Asinull other parts of the United
States, there are entirely too many
towns along here. Muny of these, as
olsewhere in the unjon, are miserable
places of uboide at best.  But ot Macgo
you sirike something solid in the way
of ¢city building. 1 uoted a huge yellow
wall, almost as bropd us o blull of the
Yellowstone river, with letters as large
as o six-horse tenw, which reud, Daily
Argus.

Land here is not nearly 8o high as on
the Pacific const. Good land, slrendy
in cultivation, can be had at #15 per
acre, and from thas up to 830, this lat-
ter figure including the very best land
in the great wheat flelds of the Red
river.

The plowing here is ,muulim', nnd
?uiw flies in the fuce of of the Poor

tichard precept, which says:

“Plow deep, while sluggards sleop,
And you shall have corn to sell and keep."

They do not plow deap fn Dakots at
all, They aveid plowing deep pur-
|1u:mly. The frst furrows arve mesnt o
ha barely three inches deep, cuiting
the grass roots asbout hall-way down,
Alter the tirst plowing of three lnches
they cross-plow. This time they sot
the plowshare one inch deeper, So
that in this deepest and richest soil this
side of Kgypt, the linal furrow before
sowing is only four inches decp at the
wost,

There no are fruit trees to speak of
hereas yet. Many puople tell majit would
uot pay to bother with fruit, since they
can get it so readily and cheap from
Oregon and California. You cun see

some very considerable groves of forest

troos, which break up the fearful mo-
notony of continvous plain and prairie
to right and to left and front and rear
as far ns the oye can follow. There are
no farms at nll,  As in Cnlifornin you
must shut in your cattle, instoad of
shutting in your flelds, na has been the
custom the world over ever since man
was shint out of BEdon.

It scems awlully odd to find a river in
the brick-built city of Fargo, gliding
away through the boundless velvet
fields to the north pole. And strangest
of all, o little farther along wa cross the
Mississippl, golng down towards the
warm wators of the gull of Mexico.
Singular as it may seem, in a very little
distance farther on we are crossing
pleasant little trout strenms that ston
throurh the grass o the grent lakes,
which find their outlet away out yonder
onlya little way beyond “Greenland’s
icy mountning.™

And now good-by to the groat plains
of the north; to the boundless fields of
inexhnustible fertility; to the whent-
fields that shall feod the world ns Egypt
fed the world, As long as vhe pitiless
Ciesars ahinll lend men to battle, or the
petty Napoleons shall divide the maps
of the world with channels of blood,
maybe these big farms will ramain s
they are. But when peace is established
on earth, and the sword 18 surely
benton into a plowshare, then I think
the people will coma here, and with o
million perfect gardons muko the Eden
of the north.
